distributed messages. Wu's messages have been 
masterpieces in the art of diplomatic evasion 
while generally sympathising with any move- 
ment to promote the happiness of his fellow 
countrymen, a laudable sentiment withal and 
finding general support in camps united against 
Japan's mission in China. It is well-known that 
by offers of bribes and by pressure on his 
faraily, Marshal Wu has been induced to accept 
the Presidency, or some similar position in 
the Japanese-controlled government, but three 
months have passxd and the soldier-poe:~phil- 
sopher has shown suMicient ressrve and passl- 
vity not to permit the dubious honour to be 
foreed upon him. Questions in the Tokyo 
House of Representatives regarding his “military 
‘activities” as head of the Paeification Commis- 
sion at Kalfeng have not served to clarify the 
situation. Rather, they indicate that Marshal 
Wu, after long ‘disassociation with military 
affairs, is still able to command a fair amount 
of military support in the provinces where he 
once ruled as dictator, but there is nothing to 
‘show that this military’ support has been evoked 
‘or recruited with the idea of assisting Japan's 
plans. One of Japan's greatest failures arising 
from the activities of its Special Service Sections 
hasbeen the inability, afler eight years of 
‘occupation as far as North China is conéerned, 
to enlist the co-operation of any man of national 
standing and Influence, and Marshal Wu Pel-fu 
represents the oustanding case.

Japan’s Army Plans 


The statement of Lieut-Genoral Itagaki, 
‘Japan's War Minister, regarding Jopanese army 
possibilities in China’ must arouse considerable 
speculation. Speaking in the Tokyo House of 
Representatives, the War Minister sald that fu- 
tue “developments will delermine whether 
Japan will transfer her standing” army 
to China and Manchoukuo, but he refused 
to elaborate on this statement when questioned 
‘and the only Indication of intentions ho pre- 
ferred to give was a negative answer to the 
Jquestion whether military expenditure will de- 
crease next year. There are two conjectures 
fo be drawn from the Minister's statement, 
Either the military situation is so unfavour- 
Jable that reinforcements are needed from 
‘Japan to cope with the dificulties, or it is the 
plan of the Japanese General Siaff, from a 
point of view of eflciency and perhaps 
‘economy, permanently to base the regular army 
in Ching and Manchoukuo. Japan has nothing 
to fear from invasion for the time belng, and 
the new Navy replenishment programme is de- 
signed on so elaborate a scale as to meet the 
building programmes of the United States, Great 
Britain, Russia and other Powers and will 
fenable’ Japan to maintain hegemony in the 
Pacifle. Committed up to the hilt in the “New 
Order in East Asia” plan, China and Manchou 

kuo must monopolize the’ bulk of her attention 
if the paltry results already achieved are to be 
inereased to proportions worthy of the effort. 
The consequences of the action envisaged by 
the War Minister are not difieult to perceive. 
Some montis ago, Japan announced a basis of 
peace terms with ‘China and, while’ offering to 
surrender extraterritorial rights in a specious

North China Exchange Control 


On March 11, the Peiping Government 
through the Federal Reserve Bank, will intro 
duce a system of exchange control in regard (9 
‘Ahat part of North China under its jurisdiction, 
which means, roughly, everything north of 
Tsinglao. Under this system, certificates will be 
required for the export of specified goods from 
North China to foreign countries and South 
China, and these will be issued only to those 
who can satisfy the authorities that correspond- 
ing amounts of foreign exchange ‘havo been 
sold to the Federal Reserve Bank ct the rate of 
1s, 24, to the Federal Reserve dollar. ‘Tho sys- 
tem has been applied in certain instances. in 
the past and was quoted by the United States 
Government in its recent note as one of the 
most flagrant cases of diserimination against 
foreign merchants because Japanese merchants, 
were given a far better rate than that 
given “to non-Japanese merchants and 
the whole tendency was by these financial 
measures to put the non-Japanese merchant 
‘out of business, Mr. Wang Keh-ming, head of 
the Feiping Government, explains "that the 
Federal Reserve notes have not reached a 13. 
2d. value but as the circulation of old notes Is 
being prohibited, Federal reserve notes are the 
‘only legal tender and a fixed value of 1s. 2d. 
for convertabllity into foreign currency is an 
ippropriate measure. Under the new control 
stem, customs procedure requires a “eerti- 
cate of selling exchange” showing that export 
exchange has been sold to the Federal Bank 
‘at-an official rate of 1s. 2d, and the “on the 
basis of stabilizing the value of the national 
curreney and under the terms of equal treat 
mont,” there will be mutual advantages among 
which will be the rejuvenation of North China 
Inhabitants, For the banks, Mr. Wang has the 
cheerful message that there “is not the slight 
fest idea of imposing a restriction of any Kind 
to the proper conduct of thelr business, but In- 
stead the Government strives to ensure the 
‘smooth expansion.” Mr. J. W. Nicholson, Chair 
man of the Chinese section of the British Cham- 
ber of Commerce, puts the matter more forclb- 
ly, ‘In a letter to “The Times," he states: 
“When the new system, if allowed, hos been 
established, permits for’ imports will be made 
Aiseriminatory or withheld altogether. If the 
Japanese succeed in obtaining complete con~ 
trol of trade and currency, they will bo tn 
command of a large supply of forelgn currency 
with which to continue the war in China. ‘This 
threatened control by Japan is another definite 
effort to destroy eventually all, foreign trade 
with China other than her own.” Forelgn com- 
merelal circles view the situation with alarm 
because of the consequences envisaged by Mr. 
Nicholson. In fact, a business view from ‘Tien- 
{sin suggests that ihe only remedy should take 
the form of retaliatory measures against Japan- 
ese trade by the British Government, a sug- 
gestion which is not so simple of accomplish- 
‘ment as it sounds but there Is no doubt that 
Immediate action is necessary if foreign com- 
merelal interests are to survive. “On another

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NEARING THE END? 
March 8. 

While it still remains to be seen whether 
the formation of a new government by. 
Spanish Nationalists will bring peace without 
further fighting, there is much significance 
to be found in the fact that the Communist 
section of the Republican supporters has 
sustained a severe and telling defeat. The 
coup d’état carried out on Sunday, under the: 
leadership of Col. Casado, arose from a 
coalition of all Republican parties, with the: 
exception of the Communists in opposition to, 
the Senor Juan Negrin's “unconstitutional, 
dictatorial, and pro-Communist policies,” this 
movement dating as far back as February’ 
2 A Havas message clearly sets out the| 
position of the Republican Government with| 
regard to the nature of the support it com-' 
manded. When it was made quite clear by: 
President Azana that in no_ circumstances| 
‘would he return to Spain the Republican par- 
ties divided into three blocs, firstly, , thé’ 
moderate Republicans which demanded that 
the President should return, and that Senor’ 
Negrin should resign, secondly, a Socialist- 
Anarchist-Trade-Unionist bloc anxious to re- 
spect constitutional lawfulness, and, thirdly, 
the Communist party which backed  the| 
‘Negrin administration unreservedly. Despite 
the fact that Senor Negrin endeavoured to 
bolster his position by allocating key-positions| 
to Communists and bidding for. the support 
of the army, the parties opposed to him under 
the leadership of Col. Casado and Senor: 
Bosteiro succeeded in bringing about the coup 
which results in the Communists not only 
being deprived of their commanding position, 
but in their being cast into outer darkness. 
‘This may very well have the effect of produc- 
ing a situation in which it may be possible 
for the more moderate elements now in the 
saddle to negotiate a peace, which would 
have been impossible had the Communists: 
succeeded in maintaining their control of the 
Republican Government. It may even mean| 
that the new government will in the end even 
consent to the unconditional surrender which 
General Franco demands, and which the 
Communists were bent on’refusing, as much 
as anything in the hope of being able to save 
their own skins, 


That view is to some extent offset by the 
declaration of the intention to fight to the last 
for an independent Spain, but that need not 
necessarily mean continuance of the resist~ 
ance against General Franco, but rather that, 
the parties forming the new Republican. Gov- 
ernment anticipate a time when Spain shall 
be freed of the alien troops which made| 
General Franco's victory possible. ‘The sub- 
stitution of a purely national objective such 
as this for communistic ideology, is one of! 
the most striking developments’ in recent! 
Spanish history, and may lead to the much. 
desired peace. ‘That view is strengthened by| 
the fact that General Miaja, the gallant de- 
fender of Madrid, has returned to the capital, 
emerging from that obscurity into which 
developments of a short while ago drove him. 
The new President, Senor Martinez Barrio, 
in welcoming the General's return spoke of 
him as the man best capable of reaching an| 
understanding with General Franco for the’ 
settlement of the conflict, but the President’ 
is in all probability sadly misinformed if he| 
believes for one moment that General Franco| 
will consent to the continued existence of 
the Republican Government even though its! 
political complexion has been changed by the: 
expulsion of the Communists. He will still 
require. unconditional surrender, and the: 
establishment of a form of government more’ 
In consonance with his own political ideals, 
‘and itis plain from all thathas happened dur- 
ing the past years that old constitutional ideas: 
will have to.give place to some form of 
totalitarian government, perhaps not entirely 
similar to the patterns of Germany and Italy, 
but at any rate a long way away from the 
form which at present exists in Spain. It is] 
not to be assumed that with the surrender! 
‘of the Republican Government General) 
Franco's problems will come to an end. 
Indeed it may even prove to be the case that 
his diMeulties will be just about commencing, 
for there are many important and difficult 
problems which will have to be decided be- 
fore it will be possible to establish a new] 
government having any degree of perma 
‘ency about it. 

His first difficulty will be to secure the 
withdrawal of alien troops which have sup- 
ported him, for while it has been announced 
time and again that Italy will withdraw the 
levies whieh have been sent to Spain there 
is every reason to believe that a very wide 
margin separates those promises and their 
ultimate fulfiment. ‘Then again, as is the| 
case with the Republican side, he has E26 to 
depend upon a coalition of ‘parties, all of] 
‘whom will want a say in the final settlement 
of the country. There are the Falangists, 
the Reguetes, the Monarchists, and so on, all 
‘of whom will require their pound of flesh 
for the support which they have given him, 
and if General Franco experiences great dif 
ficulty in satisfying them all, it will not be 
‘a matter oceasioning any very great surprise. 
Be that as it may the fact still remains that 
the gulf between the parties which General 
Franco leads, and those now supporting the 
‘Republican Government is much smaller now 

















that the Communist extremists have been 
eliminated, and in these changed conditions 





it may very well prove to be 
General Miaja may be able 
settlement, which otherwise might 
Impossible. It is to be hoped that he will 
[succeed in doing so. With the forces which 
General Franco is centring upon Madrid, it 
‘would appear that no matter how desperately 
the Republicans might fight to defend the’ 
capital the end could only be one of defeat 
and a bloody one at that. With all the misery 
and suffering which has been. inflicted on 
Spain up to the present, the prospect of| 
‘even more bloodshed, and useless withal, can 
be witnessed with nothing but the gravest 
‘anxiety and horror. In the circumstances 
‘even unconditional surrender may commend. 
itself to such men as General Miaja. It cer~ 
tainly would not to the Communists, who 
were all for fighting to the bitter end regard- 
less of the additional suffering which would 
be inflicted on the people. But they have 
been put aside. They are paying the penalty 
of defeat already, and will probably have 
to pay more, though even here scrupulous: 
care by General Franco to make sure that 
only crime will be punished and not political 
‘conviction may temper the wind to them.

A STRANGE SPEECH 
March 9. 


Mr. Seigo Nakano, the tempestuous leader 
of the Tohokai, delivered himself of a re~ 
markable speech which was published in. 
these columns yesterday, .and it is all the 
more interesting because of the fact that 
the authorities in Tokyo are exercising 
themselves over the fact that he has by now. 
overstayed his leave. It would probably be 
more convenient if he were to return to his. 
duties in the Diet, instead of verbally laying’ 
about himself in a manner which must cause 
some embarrassment to the Japanese Gov- 
ernment. It is necessary to make it quite 
plain that Mr. Nakano {s not speaking with 
the authority of the Government behind 
him. Indeed he at times has attacked it, 
denouncing its policy as one of coquetting 
with both Great Britain and the United 
States, and of standing in the way of Japan 
ese development. He considers the prompt 
apology for the bombing of the U.S.S. Panay 
made Japan cut a ridiculous figure ; with the 
capture of Canton Japan made a mistake by 
not crushing the nose of Hongkong with 
the mailed fist. Great Britain and America 
are, according to him, Japan's real enemies 
in China, and in fact the flery politician 
Jashed out in a manner which must un- 
doubtedly have delighted his hearers. But 
when he proceeds to dilate upon the real 
mission of Japan in China he imports a 
degree of unconscious humour into his re- 
‘marks which in the light of all that has 
happened is cynically delightful. 

“To take the poison from China, to cast the 
evils out of China and to show’ proudly to 
foreign Powers the honour which has been 
Jost in East Asia are the purposes of Sino- 
‘Japanese co-operation.” 

If indeed My. Nakano and people who think 
like him are proud of the honour which has 
bbeen lost since the commencement of the 
“China Incident,” he is quite right in sug- 
gesting it should be proudly shown to the 
world. There are people who glory i 
iniquity and Mr. Nakano appears to be one 
of them. ‘There has been much honour lost 
in East Asia of late. 

‘There is little need to present a list of all 
those incidents which have demonstrated. 
so clearly the loss to which Mr. Nakano 
refers. They are only too well-known to 
the world at large, but Mr. Nakano's desire’ 
to glory in those’ misdeeds reads rather 
‘strangely when so much insistence has been 
Inid on the scrupulous purity of Japanese 
intentions in China, ‘The claim that Bri- 
tain and the United States are Japan's real 
enemies in China is indicative of the strange 
mentality with which some Japanese approach 
the problems which this military venture has. 
created. ‘There was and still is no necd to 
regard either of those countries as Japan's| 
‘enemy cither in China or elsewhere so long 
as Japan fulfils the undertakings which her 
leaders have given. That has not been 
done, and it has to be admitted that the 
wilful and reckless manner in which Japan. 
has disregarded the rights and interests of 
all other nations in China has undoubtedly 
ereated an atmosphere of distrust which Mr. 
‘Nakano views as enmity. There was, and is now 
plenty of room for all the Powers to trade. 
in China, but it is necessary if the Japanese 
scheme for the exploitation of this country 
is to be carried to a successful conclusion 
to eliminate foreign competition which 
Japan so keenly resents. It does not in the 
east matter with what glowing phrases Mr. 
Nakano seeks to idealize Japan's venture 
{nto this country, the fact remains that they 
merely cloak the truth that Japan is bent 
on a policy of ruthless exploitation. ‘The 
reduction of China to a slate of economic: 
helotry within the political and military 
hegemony which Japan has established in. 
‘the north is just as sordid a picce of the 
imperialism as that which Mr. Nakano so 
roundly condemns, and no mouthing of fine 
phrases will for one moment hide that fact. 
‘They may serve, perhaps, to convince his 
compatriots who would like to believe in 
‘the essential purity of Japanese ideas with 
regard to China, for the wish to be con- 
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vineed must naturally arise in conditions 
such as have been brought about; but if Mr. 
‘Nakano believes for one moment that they 
will carry conviction amongst the other 
nations of the world his credulity must be 
even greater than his oratorical powers. 

There is not the slightest doubt about the 
attitude of Mr, Nakano and people who 
think like him. He makes it perfectly clear 
in his speech that the aim of the Japanese 
in this “China Incident” is the eradication 
of all foreign influences in the Far East, and 
complete domination by Japanese. ‘That is 
the real obj which so many leaders in 
Japan have in view, and attempts are being 
consistently made to attain that end. They 
have not up to the present achieved anything 
in the nature of substantial success. It is 
apparent that that process will not be car- 
ried through without very considerable op- 
position by: those Powers whose interests are 
thus being menaced. Means of resistance 
which could be made most effective have 
‘not yet been applied by those most seriously 
affected by Japan's policy. ‘That has yet to 
‘come, and when they are applied it is more 
than ‘likely that people like Mr. Nakano 
will then realize the fact that Great Bri- 
tain, the United States and France are not 
quite so powerless as he would have had his 
hearers believe. Mr. Nakano revives the 
‘old complaint of the assistance which is be~ 
ing given the Chiang Kai-shek régime, He 
‘and those who think Ike him appear to 
believe that the truest form of neutrality is 
to withhold all assistance from China, where- 
‘as in truth to do so would be to betray all 
‘commonly accepted principles. Japan has 
not hesitated to purchase abroad supplies 
for the purpose of waging this war but 
vesents the fact that her enemy should also 
be permitted to do so, If the doctrine of 
he who is not with us is against us really 
has to be admitted, Japan has indeed many 
nations against her. Her partners in the 
Rome-Berlin-Tokyo axis may officially 
approve of what she Is doing, though even 
they are suffering in the manner in which 
their interests have been menaced, but there 
is not another nation in the world which can 
possibly agree with what Japan is doing in. 
China. ‘They, as are the two countries 
‘against which Mr. Nakano levels his dis 
ike, are impressed with the great amount 
of honour which has been lost in the For 
East, and are glad that they have not been 
the losers of it. 














A WISE STEP 
March 10. 

‘The announcement by Sir John Simon in 
the House of Commons of a plan whereby 
Great Britain and China will co-operate in. 
the protection of the Intter's currency, 
through the establishment of a stabilization 
fund to which British and Chinese banks will 
equally contribute the total sum of £10,000,- 
000, was made appropriately enough just 
upon the announcement of exchange control 
in North China designed to restrict the opera~ 
tions of foreign merchants in that area, ‘The 
scheme is not to be taken as being: in the 
nature of a retaliatory measure, in reply to 
the diserimination in which Japan has been 
indulging against Great Britain, but a per= 
fectly legitimate move for the protection of 
interests which Great Britain has every right 
to protect, However this new development 
‘will be regarded in Japan, it will undoubtedly 
be welcomed by Britons in China, as well 
fas the Chinese, as indicating a stiffening of 
the British attitude with regard to develop~ 
ments in East Asia, and an earnest that no 
steps will be left untaken in order to protect 
rights, and interests built up honourably, ane 
in the course of legitimate trade, ‘The more 
effective the stabilization fund proves to be, 
the better, and it is clear that there should inno 
way be any change in the British determination 
to do everything possible to prevent damage 
to Anglo-Chinese trade, and by maintaining 
China's exchange permit of that trade being 
continued, and even further developed, There 
hhas already been a good market reaction to 
the announcement of the scheme, and there 
is every reason to believe that’ when the 
fund is in operation the benefits will be sub= 
stantial. As a political gesture, therefore, as 
well as a financial manoauvre the scheine has 
everything to commend it. Psychologically 
it will encourage British traders in China to 
continue facing their present diMeulties with 
that courage which has been so excellently 
demonstrated. 

One of the immediate results of this new 
development should be the return of much 
Chinese capital to the country. It will be 
remembered that after the outbreak of hostili~ 
ties there was a perfectly natural fight of 
capital abroad, Chinese capitalists were 
quite willing to sacrifice the earning capacity 
of their money by sending it overseas, in 
order to maintain its safety. It has been 
earning very little in the nature of interest, 
and the atiractive remuneration which ean 
be obtained by putting that money again to 
work in its own country will, since it is now 
to be protected by the stabilization Joun, 
undoubtedly set in motion the process of 
retwzn. There is another and very important 
feature which should not be overlooked. ‘The 














Joan will stabilize the value of the large 
‘quantities of Chinese bank notes which are 
still to be found in North China, even though 
they have been driven underground by the 
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action of the Peiping government. ‘Their 
value will be equally as guaranteed as those 
circulating in other parts of China, and while 
the Peiping authorities may be able to prevent 
thelr open elrculation,—something which has 
proved more than a little diffcalt up to the 
present —they will have an established value 
‘hich in other circumstances might have dis 
appeared, To that extent the scheme may 
serve as something in the nature of an offset 
to the discriminatory exchange control re- 
ulations whieh are to come into force in 
the North on Saturday, and, even though it 
may not prove to be a complete answer to 
everything which is ‘being done by the 
‘Tapanese protégés in the North, will at Yeast 
‘benefit those Chinese who have displayed a 
consistent loyalty to the old currency. The 
scheme may not assist foreign trade in that 
‘rea though it will elsewhere, and taken as 
4 whole it should serve to minimize the dif- 
ficulties which China might otherwise have 
experienced in purchasing supplies from 
abroad, Tt is plain, therefore, that the 
‘mutuality of interests between "China and 
Great Britain is to receive that protection 
‘against Japanese attacks which it is only’ 
common prudence to provide, and if only for 
that reason alone the proposal is to be most 
‘warmly commended. 

‘The action of the United States with re~ 
gard to financial assistance to China, taken 
some wooks ago, the Brilish credit of £500,- 
000 which vas simultaneously announced, 
and the latest. pronouncement. that France 
intends to grant credits to China, is now 
rounded out by this latest development, which 
empliasizes the determination of those three 
nations to do their utmost to protect their 
interests in this part of the world. ‘There is 
in it all no ‘departure from the doctrine of 
noutrality, and, if there were, It would be 
Justified by the manner in which Japan, 
despite all her assurances, is seeking to 
destroy the rights and. Interests of those 
countries in China, If there is any criticism 
of the scheme to be made at all, it ean only 
that it has come so late, when so much 
damage has already been done, but, if it is 
possible to peg the Chinese dollar at some~ 
thing approximating its present value, and 
maintain it there against tho onslaughts of 
the Japanese, a very considerable service will 
have been rendered to China, and to those 
nations trading with her. It is obvious that 
other nations besides the three most intimate~ 
ly concerned will profit by what is being 
done. ‘That is no reason rnllitating against 
the virtue of the scheme. If China's general 
trade is to beneft by it so much the better, 
{or it isto the improvement of her trade that 
she has to look for the sinews of war. ‘The 
moral effect of the scheme upon the Chinese 
is something which cannot “be overlooked. 
1 will undoubtedly strengthen their deter 
mination to continue thelr resistance, and at 
the same time reaffirm Chiang Kai-shek in 
the loyalty of his followers, thereby reinfore~ 
ing his position if that were at all necessary. 
‘Thus without indulging in retaliation against 
Japan for all the wrongs she is inflicting upon 
inlrd Power neutrals the first means have 
been found for the protection of threatened 
interests, “It is to be hoped that this is only 
the forerunner of other steps which can, ang 
‘ought to be taken if only for the purpose of 
impressing upon the Japanese Government 
the determination of the nations concerned 
‘ot to yield their trading positions in China 
simply because Japan conceives it her duty 
to bring about what she chooses to call a 
now order. 


























A CHANGE PENDING? 
March 11. 


If the U. S; Congress eventually passes the 
Lewis Bill to repeal all the neutrality 
legislation on the Federal statute books, 
and there is every reason to believe 
that it will, it will have made a volte face 
which. on the face of it, is amazing. It was 
only on May 1, 1937 that the well-known 
Neutrality Act was approved, so that within 
about two years that measure will have been 
discarded ‘as part of the general foreign 
policy of the United States. ‘Senator Hiram 
Johnson does not appear to be quite correct 
when he alleges that the administration 
forced the Act down the legislators’ throats, 
for in the controversy which raged over the 
‘matter in 1936 President Roosevelt kept his 
‘own counsel, though he was believed to be 
vupposed, on principle, to a policy of "100 per 
cent. neutrality," where such a policy 
threatened the destruction of the democratic 
states. Tt was the seeming ‘imminence of 
war in 1936 which posed a difficult problem 
for American pacifism. A large part of the 
President's following favoured complete 
neutrality in the event of a war breaking out 
in Europe, with what would amount to 
practically a total embargo, not only on 
‘munitions, but on any materials potentially 
useful to the combatants. On this theory the 
vietims of European aggression were to be 
treated exactly the same as the aggressors, 
bbut despite this, the supporters of the com- 
plete neutrality’ doctrine pressed for enact- 
ment of Jogislation which would completely 
tie the President's hands in the matter. 
Opposed to them was a much smaller body 
which argued that this was a harsh and 
short-sighted view of the nation’s obligations, 
and that situations might arise—a war, say, 














between the totalitarian states and the de- 
moeratic countries,—in which the latter could 
not, in decency, be abandoned to their fate. 
The active intervention of Germany and 
Italy, and the German Press campaigns| 
against Sovict Russia and Czechoslovakia in 
1936, and subsequently, strengthened the| 
view that the President should be given some 
measure of discretion to permit victims of 
aggression to buy, Pay for, and transport at 
‘thelr own risk such sup) not actually 
‘munitions of war, which they’ might need —| 
in other words the “eash and carry” policy. 
‘That school of thought did not prevail. ‘The 
Neutrality Law then in force was extended 
to May 1, 1937, but on the closing day of 
1936 Congress amended it to prevent the 
shipment of war materials to either side in 
the Spanish Civil War, in effect a victory’ 
for the “one hundred percenters." ‘That 
victory crowned the success of the isola~ 
tionisis, and so far as it could then be seen 
the United States was prepared to withdraw 
within itself and leave the rest of the world 
to its own devices. The events of the past 
two years appear to have changed all that. 
The ‘threat of the totalitarian states to the 
democracies in Europe, the rape of Czecho-| 
slovakia, the civil war in Spain and the “China| 
Incident” have all helped to convince public 
opinion in the United States that a very real 
problem has arisen from assistance in the 
solving of which the United States cannot 
refrain. Forces have been at work against 
which old ideas could not possibly prevail, 
‘and probably much against their wishes, 
large numbers of people. who would still 
prefer to remain isolationists, have been con- 
vinced that such a course is impossible, and| 
that it has become the duty of the Americans| 
to support the other democracies in any. 
struggle which may be precipitated. That} 
does not necessarily mean that public opinion] 
in the United States has progressed to such 
‘a stage where it could contemplate with any] 
degree of approval the despatch of Aghting| 
forces to Europe, though it is quite clear now 
that it is no longer prepared to follow a policy 
which would deny fellow democracies that 
‘material assistance of which they might stand 
in need, and for which they are ablé-to pay. 
It is in all probability due more to Japanese’ 
action in Asia than to anything else that it is 
proposed to retrace the steps taken in 1937, 
for it is reported that the Lewis Bill is de- 
signed to give the Administration a free hand 
in. planning retaliatory measures against 
nations discriminating against United States| 
trade and interests. That is -exactly what! 
Japan is doing at the present moment. 
‘The whole matter is an interesting example 
of the manner in which the divergent in- 
terests of the parties to the Rome-Berlin-| 
Tokyo axis are likely to interfere with the 
general success of the scheme. Japanese be- 
haviour in Asia is leading towards a very! 
big change in the attitude of the United] 
States with regard to the supply of war! 
materials to victims of totalitarian aggres- 
sion, and should this Bill become law, that 
assistance which they anticipated would 
never be granted to the democracies. will 
again become available. A more valuable 
and influential contribution to the peace 
of the world it is dimcult at the 
‘moment to conceive should the repeal Bill 
be passed, a very real setback to those’ 
nations which contemplate a policy of aggres- 
sion. Japan will thus be shown to have 
‘acted against the best interests of her part- 
‘ners in again making available that material 
assistance for the democracies which other- 
wise would have been denied them. Apart 
from the purely solfish satisfaction which| 
will be felt in the democratic states, there is| 
another potent reason why the Lewis Bill 
should be passed. President Roosevelt con- 
demned the present Neutrality Act in no] 
uncertain terms on Wednesday when he said] 
that not only had it failed to promote peace.| 
but had actually in some instances promoted 
war. ‘The United States freed from the bonds] 
placed upon them by the Neutrality Act will 
have a more powerful voice in the affairs of! 
the world than was the case before. Until 
that measure is repealed it will be impossible 
for the United States to speak with that 
authority which belongs to so great a nation, 
and with the untrammelied entry of th 
country into international affairs, with the] 
abandonment of the old creed of isolationism 
and the adoption of a more liberal forcign 
outlook the position of those nations which] 
refuse to regard war as a weapon in interna-| 
tional policies will be strengthened in al 
manner which should encourage the greatest 
confidence with regard to the future peace| 
of the world. 

















GERMANY AND RUSSIA 
March 13, 

It was’ inevitable that M. Josef Stalin by 
his speech before the Eighteenth Communist 
Party Congress should have created some- 
thing of a sensation in Great Britain and 
France, for it was remarkable for its attack’ 
upon the Democracies and its silence with 
regard to the German Reich. Accusing,| 
‘without foundation, the former of desiring] 
to push Germany into a war with the Soviet| 
30 that they might profit by it, M. Stalin at! 
the same time refrained from any attack on| 





‘the Reich which has been such a feature of 
‘many of his previous speeches. ‘That may be 


altributed not only to a desire that forthcom-| 
ing Russo-German trade negotiations may be 
brought to a successful conclusion, which! 
might have proved unlikely had he attacked 
Germany, but also to the fact that in the 
‘course of his recent speeches Herr Hitler has 
not only made no attack upon Soviet Russia 
but has not even mentioned that country. 
When the inveterate hatred of Herr Hitler 
for Communism in all its forms is remember- 
ed, and the fact that he was the prime mover 
in’ bringing about the anti-Komintern Pact 
and in extending it, it must be apparent that, 
there are very serious reasons for this| 
modification of procedure, for, as It is con- 
tended in London, it cannot’ possibly have! 
been merely a coincidence. ‘There is much 
in the suggestion that the commercial parleys 
may eventually lead to a political rapproche- 
ment between the two countries. It is true 
that Der Fuhrer himself is the main obstaclo| 
to such a thing coming about, but there is no 
immutability of policy in these days, and 
when it is remembered that many of his sup- 
Porters, and particularly amongst the military] 
go 30 far to support the idea of an alliance 
between the two nations the possibility of a 
better understanding is by no means as re- 
mote as some people seem to think. The 
German designs upon the Ukraine might be 
very well diverted to Poland, and the parti~ 
tion of that country between Germany, and 
Russia, leading to a reconciliation which 
would ‘bring about a most remarkable change| 
in the state of international polities, and one 
which would give the governments of some 
countries furiously to think. 


Herr Hitler in such a reconciliation might} 
never surrender what are reported to be his 
‘major schemes with regard to the Ukraine, 
though he might decide to proceed towards| 
that objective via Poland, a temporary 
friendship with Russia, and eventually. the 
throwing of that over ‘and the securing of 
the culmination of his policy of drang nach 
Osten. But what in the meantime would 
have happened to the Anti-Komintern Pact? 
Herr Hitler could very well accept the 
specious contention of Moscow that there is 
1 vast difference between the Soviet Govern 
ment and the Third Internationale, and ac- 
cepting that convention reach friendship with 
‘the Soviet Government while still professing| 
to despise the doctrines which animate it. 
But what, then of such nations as Italy and| 
Japan? Neither of them would be likely to| 
reap any benefit {rom such a change in the 
International situation, and it is more than 
possible that it would operate to the disad-| 
Vantage of both. For Japan friendship with 
Russia is well-nigh impossible, ‘The menace 
which that country, and the doctrines under| 
‘which it is governed offer to Japan must con- 
inue to militate against ony such arrange 
ment. ‘The very fact of reconciliation with 
Germany would immeasurably strengthen 
Russia's position, and it may very well be| 
believed that in’such an event the firmnes 
which the Kremlin has been recently display 
ing with regard to Tokyo would be increased 
by the freedom from menace of her western 
frontiers. This may not be taking avery, 
long, view of the situation ; the asperities of 
1M. Stalin with reference to the Democracies, 
‘and his silence regarding the Reich both in-| 
dicate an improvement in the Russo-German| 
‘atmosphere, and it that improvement were 
carried to the lengths which are apparently 
desired by influential circles in both coun-| 
tries, then Japan would in all probability find 
itself deserted by the most powerful partner 
in the Anti-Komintern Pact, and at the same 
time left, by reason of her own actions, with 
out any other friend upon whom she could 
rely for support. A position of isolation in 
such circumstances might appear very splen~ 
did but would most certainly not sult the 
Japanese book. 

It is not suggested for one moment that 
the Anti-Komintern Pact was not inspired 
by a desire to offer the completest resistance 
to the spread of Communist doctrines. The 
vvery real opposition to them to be found in 
German policy would give any such sugges 
tion the lic, but there is always the possibil- 
ity that the inclusion of Ttaly and Japan| 
within the bloc was a move on the part of 
Germany more in her own particular interests 
that in those of the two countries mentioned. 
It may have been originally designed as a 
permanent feature of the policy of the Rome- 
Berlin-Tokyo axis, but that does not do away’ 
with the conclusion that friendship of onc 
of, the contracting parties with the nation 
against which the Pact was originally aimed, 
‘would completely destroy its meaning and its 
effectiveness. Italy has received nothing’ 
from the tripartite combination. Indeed up| 
to the present she may be said to have had| 
the worst of the bargain. Japan it has al- 
ready been pointed out might with the deve- 
lopment of better Russo-German relations be 
Jeft out in the cold. ‘That is a possibility 

ith which Tokyo will have to reckon in- 
creasingly as the trade negotiations between 
Berlin and Moscow progress. Should they 
result in a satisfactory arrangement the first 
signs of the decay of the present arrange~ 
ment would become apparent, and should| 
give Tokyo reason to consider anxiously how | 
ong it may expect to continue to reap the! 
benefits which it has already conferred upon| 
it. The complete difference between the! 
German and Russian ideologies need not 




















necessarily continue to give Japan the sup- 
port which she is at present recelving. 
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Practical polities would seem to indieate that 
this view is the only one which can be 
accepted in the light of modern realism, and 
if fature events show that Japan has ‘been 
building her policy on so slight a foundation 
her ultimate position may prove to be very 
much worse than it is now. In the not too 
remote future Japan may be brought to full 
realization of the mistake she is making in 
going in search of new friends instead of xe~ 
taining the old. 














A THEATRE PASSES 
March 14. 


On Saturday night the curtain came down 
in the Lyceum Theatre in London on “The 
Queen of Hearts” bringing the run of that 
Pantomime to an end, and writing finis to 
a theatre which has endeared itself to play- 
goers for almost a century and a half. For 
the home of Sir 

‘Terry is to be demolished and in its place 
will rise a big building of modem flats and 
shops. But the Lyceum was not only the 
home of Irving and Terry, it was the theatre 
in which much melodrama was produced 
when the Melville brothers shocked London 
and England in general with their huge 
posters of tragic scenes in such plays as “A 
Disgrace to her Sex,” "The Worst Woman in 
London,” “Phe Girl who Wrecked his Home,” 
“The Ugliest Woman on Earth,” and “Her 
Read to Ruin,” works which sent grandpapa 
home breathless, dry-lipped and resolved 
thereafter to be'a better man. It is sixty- 
eight years ago since Irving commenced his 
association with the Lyceum under the 
management of Bateman. The fortunes of 
the house were at.a low ebb, but the tide 
was immediately turned by the success of 
Irving as Mathias in “The Bells," a version 
of "Le Juif Polonais” by Leopold Lewis. In 
1678 Irving opened the theatre under his own 
management, With Ellen Terry as Ophelia 
and Portia he revived “Hamlet,” and pro- 
duced “The Merchant of Venice,” the manner 
in which he played Shylock creating as 
‘much of a sensation as his portrayal of Ham= 
lot. He invested the Jew with considerable 
dignity, marking a departure from traditional 
interpretation of the role, as pleasing to 
some as it was offensive to others. ‘There 
‘can now be little doubt that ‘Irving's inter 
pretation is amply supported by modern 
opinion of the role as it is now believed 
Shakespeare intended it. Under Irving the 
Lyceum passed through an era of brilliant 
productions splendid scenery, dressing and 
accessories amounting to positive revelations 
of the art of mise-en-s. 

What a feast of history it would be to go 
up into the theatre's gloryhole, the little room 
right at the top of the building, and there 
to pore over the scripts of the plays produced 
in the Lyceum, to read probably the pro- 
Gucer’s notes and to realize how in the late 
Victorian days what was thought to be so 
shocking has ‘now become commonplace. 
‘There are about the place a few old survivors 
of those times, men for the most part 
arrayed in clothes reminiscent of the period, 
probably surmounted with a black hat 
greening with age, and speaking in tones és 
if he were still declaiming Lycoum melo- 
drama. ‘There are those who will remember 
those two interesting pictures in the foyer 
“His first Pantomime” in which a small boy 
axes rapturously towards the stage, and 
‘His last Pantomime," in which an old man 
leans back against the wall of a box, fas 
asleep, while two small charges Jean forward 
as intent and enthralled as he was so many. 
many years before, ‘There is nothing of 
artistic’ worth about the building which 
requires that it should be kept for posterity. 
‘There are, from an architectural point of 
view many better theatres in London, for 
even the facade is not particularly effective, 
but the place is so redolent with the atmo: 
phere of the past, has stirred so much senti 
‘ment in the hearts of the last fow generations. 
fas well as the present, that its passing will 
be regretted by the hundreds of thousands 
of poople who have enjoyed entertainment 
within its walls, But there is something 
about the passing of a theatre which arouses 
the emotions. About ten years ago Shang- 
hai's old Lyceum passed away as the curtain 
fell appropriately on “And s0 to Bed,” and 
there are still many in Shanghai who look 
back upon the old building with very con 
siderable affection and regret. So will it be 
with the hosts of people who have made the 
yearly pilgrimage to the home of pantomime, 
and have seen countless “leading boys” in 
all their beauty and brilliance act their 
charming parts in pieces in which the 
wicked were always foiled and virlue ever 
triumphant, 

The Lyceum was a link with the days 
when Edward VII and his consort, as 
Prince and Princess of Wales, were frequent 
visitors, when the eminent and fashionable 
would take supper with the company in 
Beefsteak Club rooms adjoining the theatre 
and when Mr. Gladstone, already hard of 
hearing would be given a chair in the wings 
0 that he could follow what was going on. 
But it is not quite the same theatre as in 
those days, for at the turn of the century 
the whole of the interior was rebuilt, only 
the outside walls and the portico remaining. 
‘The old building had the usual theatrical

+ of Siate, has written an interesting letter to 
the “New York Times" on what he considers 
should be the poliey of the United States in 
the event of aggression by Fascist Powers 
against Great Britain and France.

There 
cannot be the slightest doubt that the mobiliza- 
tion of the resources of these Powers for the 
reservation of peace would be the most for- 
midable organization that could possibly be! 
devised. It is not necessary that the United 
States should be asked to enter into any offen- 
sive or defensive alliance, Indeed sentiment In 
the United States would be definitely against 
‘any such proposal, but when the world at large 
earns that aggression against the democracies will, 
in the future be very much America’s business a 
potent factor for peace will have been called 
Into being. ‘There Is no country in the world 
which would embark on war without some real 
hope of emerging vietorious. Against such a 
eombination the Fascist States would have very 
Tittle chance indeed, for not only would the| 
combined military and naval strengths practic 
ally ensure vielory in the fleld and on the 
seas, but the enormous econmic pressure that 
they’ would be able to exert would prove just 
as formidable, That will, however. necessitate 
some positive action on the part of the United 
States, Tt cannot be expected that Washington 
will make a definite statement as to her at 
titude in the event of a European war breaking 
out, for it has always been reluctant to mak 
such commitments, but the knowledge the 
cannot regard the threat to European demoera~ 
eles with unconcern may still prove to be the 
Important factor operating towards the maln- 
tenance of peace and the removal of much of 
the present tension.

Miss_ Kuo Gin-chiu, a young Chinese lady 
from Shanghai, has been writing her, impees- 
sions of England for the “Daily Mail." In. the 
main they have proved refreshing reading, 
written by a young woman with plenty of 
observation, and a happy knack of expressing 
herself on ‘paper. Thus having visited a dog 
‘show she came to the conclusion that many dog 
fanciers ultimately came to look somewhat like 
thelr pets, a judgment which, even if it is not 
wholly accurate, does appear to do justice to 
some cases. Sho was on somewhat less solid 
ground when she embarked upon a criticism cf 
English Christian’ names, Pointing out that 
most Chinese young ladies had ‘delightfully 
poetic names, such as her own which she said 
meant “Mirror of Aulumn,” she stated that 
English names had no beauly about them, and 
fell harshly on the Chinese ear, and were, fur- 
thermore devold of artistic symbolism, Miss 
Kuo has wandered a long way from the truth 
In this matter.

Dora, that hideous 
diminutive for Dorothea means nothing less| 
than “Gift of God,” indicating all the mother's 
love for the newly-born child to which she 
Jgave that name. Lizzie does sound a bit harsh, 
fand Elizabeth very litle better, but its meaning: 
H*Consecrated to God,” or" Worshipper of. 
God” fully compensates for any falling 
with regard to sound.” But there | are: 
‘other names and combinations which fully 
‘equal in beauty the Chinese feminine nomen- 
lature. Thus If someone wants to name a 
daughler equally as beautifully as do some 
of the Chinese, what could be better than 
Tabitha Sarah,—a Gazelle Princess.—or Mathilda 
=Mighly Battle Maid? It is quite likely that 
the modern damsel would strongly object to the 
former combination, as offering too much scope 
for the British habit of ringing the changes,

It was in 1809 that it came into 
its own as a theatre, only to be burned down 
in 1830 subsequently to be rebuilt and to 
blossom forth as the Lyccum in 1844. The 
London Christmas season will never be the 
same, Pantomime there probably will be, 
but the faded crimson plush of the seats, the 
gracious curves of the boxes to which plump, 
Jolly little cupids clung—there was nothing 
0f the “plucked excbrow” style of theatrical 
architecture about the Lyceum,—the immense 
dusky auditorium filled with excited children, 
will all have disappeared, the atmosphere 
will have gone and that kind of beauty which 
the surroundings gave to those matinces 
when youth gazed with starry eyes at all 
that was toward on the stage will no longer 
be capable of appreciation.

Its purpose is to fix Federal 


Reserve Bank notes at $1 to 1s, 2d., and requires by these measures

Official statements by Mr. Wang Keh-ming, chairman of the 
“Peiping Government,” Governor Wang of the Federal Reserve 
Bank and the Superintendent of Customs are included in this 


article, 

‘The statement of Mr, Wang Keh- 
ming follows: — 

"The Customs notification duly 
notifles the public” that beginning! 
from Mareh 11, the validation of the 
‘certificates for’ the sale of exchange 
by the Federal Reserve Bank of 
China will be required for the ex- 
port of specified goods from North 
China’ to” foreign. countries or to 
other regions in China, | This 
measure is 
strengthen the functions of the 
Federal Reserve Bank notes as the 
sole legal tender in North China not | 
only as the domestic currency but as 
the’ elreuating medium for sorelgn 

rade. 

‘The amount of notes issued by the 
Federal Reserve ‘Bank has already 
reached over 180,000,000 yuan, A 
notable achievement 15 the fact that 
the people now place a full confidence 
in the new notes as the national eur~ 
reney. The people of North China 
now earnestly desire to give a perfect 
functioning to the new notes as a 
currency for the international trade. 
‘On the other hand, the authorities 
concerned spared "no effory to 
strengthen the position of the new 
currency and asa result the found- 
ing of the Foreign Exchange Fund 
was effected in October last year, the 
utilization of which has become quite 
‘active and popular in recent months. 

Unsatisfactory Situation 

Some unsatisfactory situation, 
however, has continued to date as 
the now Federal Reserve Bank notes 
have not attained the rate of 1/2 
against sterling for foreign 
although the value was so fixed when 
the Bank was established. Various 
Feasong are accountable for this situa 
tion, ‘Taking certain conditions pre- 
Viling into consideration the clrcula~ 
ton of old notes along with the new 
notes has been permitted, while a 
considerable degree of depreciation 
in value has been noted of the old 
notes, which has maintained some re~ 
Jation to the unstable currency under 
the Chiang Kal-shih regime,

Rejuvenation Desired 

‘The new system as mentioned 
above is an indispensable’ factor in| 
ecomplishing the task of rejuvena- 
tion of North China inhabitants. 
‘The rejuvenation is eagerly desired 
by both the Chinese and the foreign 
fers, At the beginning of the enforce- 
ment of the new system, should any 
obstacles to retard the international 
commerce arise, it will be regrettul. 
Rogarding particularly the foreign 
exchange banks, the forerunners in. 
the channel of international finance, 
there is not the slightest idea of im- 
posing a restriction of any kind to the 
proper conduct of thelr business, 
ut Instead the government strives 
to ensure the smooth expansion of 
their business, eg. the foreign 
exchange banks are optionally chosen 
by the export merchants in dealing 
with foreign exchange transactions. 

‘The exchange banks do not assume 
the burden of any risk, ond will be 
able to transact the financing of both 
Imports and exports with the facility 
and safety accorded to them. 

‘The new system contains many 
features, the most important of which 
Is the establishment of the converti- 
Eility of the notes of this Bank into 
foreign currency. It is the earnest 
hope’ of this Bank's authorities that 
both the Chinese and the foreigners 
will. give close co-operation and full 
eupport for the achievement of this 
‘most significant task, the convertibil- 
ty of the Federal’ Reserve Bank 
‘notes into foreign currency.

interests bullt up over a number of 
years. 

‘Manchoukuo 1s a sign-post which

regulations are framed in such a

of foreigners, there is no doubt that 
the ultimate’ object Is to eliminate 
foreign interests for the benefit of 
Japan,” he went on. 

In conclusion, he stated that the

Held by Guerillas for 40 Days Captive Gives 
Details of Experiences ; Returns With Ransom 


HE chief topic of interest in Pe 





jing preceding the China New 


‘Year was the sudeen and somewhat unexpected return of Mr. 


Frank Poletti, Peij 





ing Postal Commissioner, after 40 days captivity 


in the Western Hills, The strangest part of the story is that he 
brought back with him $10,000 ransom money that had been handed 
over a few days after his capture, 


Mr, Poletti must have a very strong constitution, for, despite 


the. harrowing experiences he had undergone, he looked wonder~ 
fully fit, He had a good colour and was a little stouter, which was 
remarkable seeing that about a week previously he had gone on 
hunger strike for four days, in the hope of forcing his release. 


Mr, Poletti, it will be remembered, 
was captured, January ‘8, during a 
pienie with ‘a’ feiend at the Ming 
‘Tombs, On the way they had passed 
through the small’ town of Chang 
pingchow where he was stopped by 
sentrles of the Japanese garrison who 
fn hearing he was on his way to the 
‘Tombs. told him twas. all right, 
While the party were lunching, they 
Were surrounded by a group of very 
excited Chinese who were Letting off 
thelr ‘rifles in all direetions, 

‘They selzed hold of "all the 
members of the party, searched them 
find took away their Valuables, They 
Fefused {0 listen to Mr. Poletil's ex- 
planations and behaved ina most 
threatening manner, saying that he 
was one of the cursed Japanese who 
were robbing their country. ‘They 
then wound his arms tightly’ behind 
his back, blindfolded him, and dragged 
hhim ‘off amid a shower’ of Blows to 
the hills, ‘His companion. was later 
fon sent back, 


Visited by an Omeiat 

‘At the frst halting-place that night 
he was put ina small room with 
several Chinese prisoners, Aman 
dressed in civilian clothes, Liu’ by 
hhame, who appeared to be some Kiri 
‘of official’ andl a person of some aut 
thority, came and visited him. As 
he appeared to be more. reasonable 
than the others, Mr. Poletti was able 
to explain to him that he was not a 
Japanese but an Italian, ‘This did not 
help matters very much, for the ofi= 
lol thereupon said angrily "That's 
Just as bed. The tlallans are our 
enemies too and have been helping 
the Japanese.” Mr. Poletti then went 
fon to explain that he. was a Postal 
oMiclat who had worked over 30 
years for the Chinese Government. 
“Well then, "you must. be a traitor,” 
replied. the other. "For you were 
appointed by the Kuomintang Gove 
ferment, and, are now working for 
‘the Japanese." Anyhow, this conver 
sation appears, at least, to have had 
the result of deferring his immediate 
exeoution as a hated Japanese ; and 
hhis captors’ thoughts tured to the 
quostion of ransom. 

He was tod that he would have to 
‘And $200,000. Mr. Poletti protested 
that he was'a poor man, an oficial 
on a fixed monthly salary. But he 
‘was told to shut up and at pistol 
polnt wrote a note to. friends in 
Pelping asking them to send out a 
‘sum of money by the chauffeur and 
doy, who were sent down with the 
message, leaving the mafoo in his 
‘master's company. ‘The instructions 
iiven ‘were to send the money to a 
Fendezvous in a certain village, where 
tho prisoner would be sot free, if 
the ransom proved satisfactory. But 
fon Tuesday ‘the two men turned up 
‘again, having foolishly honded over 
the money ($10,000) ‘direct to the 
kidnappers. So the money was gone, 
and Mr, Polett! still remained a pri 
‘soner, 

Mandits Remain on Wills 

‘The band Kept on the move ait 
the time. ‘They. stuck well to the 
upper levels of the hills, never des- 
‘ending into the valleys, if they could 
avoid it, and camped at a different 
placo Gach night, some isolated 
mountain farmhouse or lonely shep- 
herd’s hut, Accommodation was 
therefore of the poorest: ice-cold 
rooms, ina very dilapidated condi- 
tion, ‘often without paper over the 
windows ; but whenever possible Mr. 
Poletti was given a room to himself. 
W got dark inthe ‘hills by 4 pam. 
‘andthe Tong winter nights were a 
terrible ordeal for the. infertunate 
prisoner who had nothing whatever 
to-do, but meditate on the unpleasant 
fate that might be in store for hin 

‘The food, too, left everything to 
be desired; it’ consisted solely of 
very coarse’ baclly-cooked millet and 
salt vegetables. But this was not due 
to any’ ill-will on the ‘part of his 
captors, but to the fact that they 
themselves were at times hard put 
to Gnd supplies, ‘and shared what 
they had. with their prisoners, | On 
‘one or two very rare occasions they 
‘even. presented him with a seraggy 
chicken, Only twice during the whole 
term of his captivity did the supplies 
reach him that had been sent from 
Pelping ‘ 

“The greatest torture of all that 












































he had to undergo, said Mr. Poletti, ICI 











was when he was made to attend the 
executions of some of the Chinese 
prisoners. Why his eaptors should 
have ‘inflicted this on him, is hard 
to understand, seeing that he was to 
be finaly released, "Nor could it have 
been for purposes of hastening tt 

ransom, as he was not allowed to 
correspond with Peiping. It ean only 
have been duc to a” kind of sadistic 
pleasure, not entirely unknown 
among that brutal type of Chinese, 

Execution of Traitors 

‘These prisoners were Chinese who 
had been captured during raids in 
the plain. and were accused of being 
traitors, because they had actually 
worked’ for the Japanese themselves 
or thelr relatives had done so. Those 
who were proved direet traitors were 
executed ; the others were held to 
hheavy ransom, on payment of which 
they” were released, but only under 
a siriet system of ‘guarantees, | ‘The 
prisoners were tied by a proper trie 
bunal, on which the above-metioned 
official Liu sat. At all the camps 
there. was a constant stream of mes~ 
sengers arriving ond leavin 
hhours of the day and night, and there 
Was seemingly considerable corres~ 
pondence and collaboration with 
other guerilla groups. 

‘The men in. the group that cap- 
tured Mr, Polettl wore some kind of 
uniform or other, though they varied 
‘greatly. Many of them were wear 

‘Japanese freat-coats and trench 
helmets, had Japanese rifles, eld 
‘lasses nd trench per They 
Kept up-a modicum of military dis- 
cipline, specially in placing sentries, 
whose ‘spell of duty was fixed by the 
Durning’ of an ‘incense-stick. On 
several oceasions he heard the sound 
fof gunfire not so very far away. 

‘Once, indeed, the Japanese came 
within ‘a mile ér so, and his captors 
told "him' threateningly that they 
would shoot him, if they had to run 
for it, ‘But he saw no guerillas Kill 
‘ed of wounded during the 40. days, 
he was with them. Mr. Poletti did 
‘not believe that his captors belonged 
to the Gih Route Army; that name 
Was never mentioned in his presence. 
‘All he heard thom call. themselves 
was Yuehitui GFlying Squads). 

‘Alter Mr, Polett's return the local 
Press gave special prominence to 
statements as 10 the maltreatment of 
the local inhabitants by the guerillas. 
My talk with Mr. Poletti himself 
failed to obtain any ‘confirmation of 
this. In any ease, he could have seen 
very little of it, for, as was stated 
above, the band never descended into 
the vatleys and never through 
‘of camped at any village the whole 
time. 

"Then again, although they com- 
mandeered the stocks of grain in the 
{solated hilt farmhouses, the guerillas 
either paid gor it or returned it later 
fo the owners, when they found 
larger stocks than they required else 
where, ‘The hill people were made 
fo carry messages; this they did not 
ike, But it seems a very minor 
hardship for wartime. 


Captive Released 
‘The end came quite suddenly, when 
Mr, Poletti was curtly informed that 
he ‘was free and could go, when he 
liked. “He did not leave at once, but 
waited for the guerillas to escort him 
to the Nankow Pass. Before he left 
they handed him back $10,000 that 
had been ‘paid’ them, as also his 
‘camera and other belongings. Strange 
bandits these!" Mr. Poletti tells a 
story of how he persuaded his eaptors 
to return him the money. Somewhere 
Jn the pass Mr. Poletti said good-bye 
one can well imagine without any 
regrets whatever—to, his unwelcome 
hosts and hiring donkeys at the frst 
place he came to, hastened with his 
faithful mateo towards Peiping. 

‘The three days march by himself 
through. guerilla country and through 
the Japanese lines was not without 
its peculiar dangers. For with all 
that money. on him he was a tempt- 

‘bait to any other band he might 
all in with, or might have been ar~ 
rested as a'spy by the Japanese. By 
avoiding all. main paths, however, 
motor roads and military posts Mr. 
Poletti managed to find his way back 
to safety.

Japanese Their Customers ; Few Schools Open 


ITE Chinese New Year passed off much as usual. 








; Beiping, Feb, 28. 
‘The casual 





visitor would scarcely have noticed that Peiping was in the 


occupation ‘of a foreign invader, 


‘The famous fair at the Liuli- 


chang and those at the various temples were as full as ever with 
the usual crowds, dressed in their best clothes, bent on enjoying 
themselves, Fireworks were permitted this year, and the New 
‘Year's Eve fusillade was almost as noisy as ever. 

The only people who may poseibly have noticed the presence 
of the Japanese were those professional writers who make out 
the lucky red strips that are pasted up at the house doors: two 


vertical and one horizontal. 


For in certain parts of the city the 


Hsinminhui had been entering into competition with them and had 
been issung these strips free of charge. 


‘The perpendicular ones con- 
tained a variety of statements as to 
the happy effect the new government 
‘would have for China in the coming 
year, while the horizontal strip made 
ihe interesting and optimistic asser- 
tion: Chung’ Jih 1" Chia (China 
Japan one family.) Many Chinese as- 
sured me privately that the police 
hhad brought these strips round to 
their houses and ordered them, under 
threats of dire consequences, {0 paste 
‘them up.

"The process is as simple as it is 
effective. First of all a large’ -s0c- 
fion of the fee is marked off with a 
pick in_lines. making. rectangles -of 
Rout four by two feet. ‘Thereupon 
men with iee-picks move along these 
lines working thelr picks up and 
down in unison, until a block has 
bbeen cut off, Other workmen pull 
hese up out of the water on to the 
ice by means of long poles with iron 
hook’ at the end. ‘The blocks are

According to figures issued, puy- 
‘ments will range from 20 sen a 
month to several yen. 


‘Japanese Explain Gunfire

‘axation in Britain is probably the 
heaviest in the world. 1 see no 
reason why the British taxpayer and 
British ‘capital should not receive a 
square deal in return for the pro- 
tection and development and ad- 
ministration of the country.

Japanese Planes 
Bomb Kweiyang 


Kwelyang, Kwel, Feb, 8. 

Kwelyang had its first experience 
of enemy alr raid on September 
25, when nine planes came, after 
bombing the Pingyuenshao airfield 
seventeen miles to the west and 
dropped a few bombs on the military 
‘camp outside the South Gate leaving 
the city quite untouched. But on the 
4th instant, eighteen planes came and 
dropped bombs, some. incendiary, 
over a considerable area in the 
entre of the business section with 
the result that the. whole of the 
Chungwha Road, Shanshan “Road, 
New Street, South Chungwha Road, 
Chungshan ’ Road and Chungwha 
North Road were practically wiped 
‘out while parts of a number of other 
streets were also destroyed. 

‘There seems no room for doubt 
that those killed number some hund- 
reds. Tt Is probably the greatest 
calamity Kweiyang has met for very 
many years. “One would not dare 
to guess the financial loss to all con- 
corn. 

Tt would not be correct to say that 
‘more than one half of the eily has 
‘been destroyed, although some people 
‘say 50, but most of the central busi- 
ness sircels are gone; the Big Cross 
is wiped out. 


Business House Destroyed 
‘One striking feature is that very 
few of the Government centres were 
damaged while nearly all of the big 
business houses ‘were destroyed and 
this raises two suggestions (1) that 
the Japanese deliberately aimed “at 
the ‘business centres in the hope of 
disaffecting people against the Gov- 
ernment for refusing to discuss peace 
‘or (2) that the planes fying so high 
failed to “get” the Government cen- 
{tres though they aimed at them. 

‘Another remarkable fact Is that no| 
Chinese fighting planes appeared to 
attack the Japanese ; friends with 
experience of other places say that 
this Is not an uncommon thing, but 
‘they don't seem able to explain. 

‘The RC. Nan Tang. (South 
Chureh) suffered from the bombing’ 
as also did the Provinelal Hospital 
(to a less extent) which ts near by, 
but it is probable that this was not 
deliberate. 

‘Today's local papers estimate the 
casualties as 2,000 Including killed 
‘nd injured. This experience seems 
fo Indicate that the enly safe thing 
fo do is to make for the country a 
soon as the frst alarm. sounds” not 
returning until the “all” clear” is 
founded. 

‘The papers state that the Govern 
‘ment is urging everyone who can to 
move into the country and very large 
‘humbers are doing so; the roads are 
‘Alled, with all sorts of furniture being. 
taken out. 

‘The papers also say that the! 
Central" Government “has wired a 
large sum of money for the rellet 
of distress, but the gure named is 
far from enough to meet the need. 
One can only hope that the bone- 
volently disposed will give largely to 
meet the situation.

Th addition tho increased cost of 
aireet foreign currency commitments, 
the Temporary High Cost of Living 
Bonus recently authorized for the 
Foreign and Chinese staff could be 
related in some mecsure to, the fall 
in exchange; furthermore there were 
a large number of items in the gen~ 
eral expenditure of the | Couneit 
where this factor came into operation 
Ina greater or less degree. 

‘The anticipated increased expendi 
ture was offset to a large extent by 
the, inereased revenue that, was ex- 
ppécted to acerue from a diminution in 
empty properties, {rom industrial de~ 
velopment. and trom higher royalty 
payments receivable from the utility 
lundertakings. ‘There remained, how- 
ever, a defielt of nearly” $3,000,000. 


Rise in Rates 

‘To finance this, in part, the Trea- 
surer and’ Controller’ recommended 
that rates should be raised from 16 
per cent. to 18 per cent. as from 
July 1, 1639, together with a propor- 
‘lonate increase in Land ‘Tox. He 
stated that this would ‘produce addi- 
tlonal revenue "in 1989. of some 
$1,250,000, " leaving a balance of

‘The Treasurer and Controller stated 
that the remaining reserve funds at 
the disposal of the Counell would 
provide cover for this balance, and 
the CounciL would not have to re- 
sort to borrowing to finance a de- 
ficit on the ordinary Budget.

business. 

It is alleged that on the pretext of 
military necessity Japanese authori 
ties will elose all the other ports. 
while the Japanese shipping firm will 
maintain boats on regular runs. ‘The 
Japanese shipping firm will be pro- 
tected by the Japanese navy and to 
that end, patrolling boats will be 
Provided. ‘it is stated. 

‘The eight ports with which third 
party boats may trade are Tsing- 
lungkong “(Haimen),  Tiensenkong 
(Nantungehow), " Jukao (Shingsen- 
kong and.

Pawnshop Assistant 
Kidnapped

an, a former pawnshop 
clerk in Kiangyin, who came to live 
in Shanghai some two months ago, 
was kidnapped by a gang of four

ing Ford Hire taxi and decamping. 

‘The family” subsequently went to 
the home of some relatives at House 
49, Lane 306, Gordon Road, presum- 
ably with the intention of discussing 
ways and means to secure the release 
of Wu, when at 849 am. two of the 
gang who had effected the kidnap- 
ing. appeared at the Gordon Road 
‘address and demanded money and 
Jewellery for the release of the man. 
‘One of ‘the occupants of the house 
‘managed to get away unobserved and 
advised a C.P.C, on point-duly who, 
n turn, communicated with Gordon 
Road Police Station from where a 
porty was immediately dispateled, 
only to find however that the two 
men, who had again used a Ford 
Hire taxi, had made thelr escape by 
Jumping ‘over a fence’ and Leaving 
inthe car. 

Detectives trom Gordon Road Sta- 
tion, under | Sub-Inspector . D.” A. 
‘Cumming, subsequently checked the 
destination of the two hire-cars, and 
found that both had discharged their 
passengers at an address in the 
central. district. Investigations were 
made and it was found, after many 
persons had been questioned, that 
the kidnapped man was taken to" the 
‘offices of a Formosan business firm 
in the downtown district. A. visit 
was made there and additional per- 
sons were interrogated, as a result 
‘of which the police now know the 
identity of at least two of the four 
men in the gang. |The victim, how- 
ever, was not on the premises. 

Investigations did not reveal the 
reason for the kidnapping although 
it is belicved that a political angie 
may be within the realm of possi- 
Dility against which however the 
attempted demand for ransom speaks.

[AVING had information according to which demonstrations 

had been planned for March 12, the anniversary of the death 
of Dr, Sun Yat-sen, the French Police authorities took various 
precautions, and, in some cases, made searches in Chinese residences 
and ordered the removal of Chinese nationalist flags on several 
occasions. No arrests or seizures were made, however, as far as 
could be learned yesterday, and the day passed without any 


incident. 
‘Appreciation of the “good faith” 
[shown by the French Coneession au- 
thoritles in ordering Chinese Nation 
alist flags, raised in observance of 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen's death, to be re- 
moved from buildings and homes in 
the French Concession on March 12, 
was expressed by the Japanese 
Journal *Tairiica Shimpo" yesterday. 
‘The comparative number of Kuo- 
‘mintang. lags appearing in the two 
foreign areas can be regarded as “a 
criterion”, the daily said, of “sincerity 
fof the respective ‘authorities in the 
[Suppression of terrorist activities.” 
‘The virtual disappearance of the 
Chinese Nationalist Flag from the 
‘French Concession was commented 
‘upon by the daily, which observed

held at headquarters yesterday afternoon. Mrs, Brooke described 
the Association's activities during the past year and ended on an 


optimistic note. 


She declared that the present year was not very 


promising but Shanghai has shown such marvellous powers of 
recovery. that, with its usual capacity for overcoming difficulties, 
the B.W.A. will keep the flag flying and the prestige of British 


women in Shanghai will be maintained as high as ever, 


In her speech, Mrs. Brooke sald 
‘The past year has not been one of ex- 
celtement Tike 1937, for which we are 
all very thankful, “The frst half of the 
year was spent in more or less getting 
‘back to normal, ‘There was a shortage 
‘of workers and this is shown by the| 
Tact that for the frst time In six years 
there was no voting at the annual 
meeting. Gradually, however, it was 
notleed that members were returning 
and by the opening of the Autumn 
session practically all the Association's 
various activities had been resumed, 

"At the end of September, the Europ- 
ean crisis caused considerable 
anxiety and your Chairman, Mrs, 
Hardman took in hand a sysiem of; 
registration of all members of the 
‘Association under classified headings. 
She called upon every one to enroll 
‘and began the compiling of a record 
‘with full details of each Volunteer 
qualifications, Fortunately, » through 
the ‘ine efforts of the Brilish Prime| 
‘Minister, ‘Mr, Neville Chamberlain, 
the terrible caiastrophe of war was 
averted, and so great was our rellet 
‘and gratitude for his efforts on behalf 
Of peace that your Commiltee sent 
‘him the following telegram: "British 
Women's Association, Shanghal. 
Knowing some of the horrors of War 
tender our heartfelt gratitude for 
your untiring efforts in maintaining 
peace.”

But it is not so much the amount 
spont, that T would emphasize, but 
the work that the spending of this 
‘amount entails. ‘The extra investiga- 
tions and arrangements involved has 
been considerable. The existence of 
the Board has been of increased 
‘acsistance to the British authorities 
in ‘Shanghai during the past two 
years and many and’ varied 
hhave been the problems that they 
hhave been called upon to solve. ‘The 
generosity of the Committec of the 
British Fund for Relict of Distress in 
China or the Lord Mayor's Fund as 
Mt is sometimes called, and Its trust 
in the integrity of the Board has 
resulted in the large sum hat has 
passed through their hands this year, 
T would warn everyone, however, 
‘that this fund will only be available 
for a limited period and bog of you 
to support our own annual appeal 
which ‘will always be one of the 
Board's main sources of support. As 
‘many of you know the Lord Mayor's 
Fund also sent out a lorge number 
of bales of clothing and hospital 
supplies, about 270 of them. ‘These 
‘were sent for the Chinese and other 
Unfortunate people who ‘had. lost 
nearly everything they possessed 
during the ‘hostilities. "The B.W.A. 
lundertook the task of unpacking, 
sorting and distributing these things 
to the Salvation Army, the King's 
Daughters’ Society most of the 
hospital and refugee camps, and other 
organizations in’ Shanghal. Some 
‘were sent up country to Hangchow 
and 30 on, "when occasion offered 
We would like to tender our grateful 
thanks to Messrs. Fulford & Co, and 
especially to Mr. W. S. Wolfe for 
patting 9 room at our disposal for 
this work, and for the ‘help we 
received from their staff both Chinese 
‘and. Foreign.

Soclal Service Board 


Presenting the Social Service 
Board report, Mrs. Giles said: ‘The 
Sino-Japanese war, bringing with It 
such over-whelming misery. and dis- 
tress, has caused a fundamental 
change in the administration of 
charitable work. So far as the 
BW.A. was concerned, it began with 
what “practically amounted to an 
‘amalgamation of the Execullve and 
the Social Service Board, as there 
‘were too few members in Shanghal to 
run either committee alone. We held 
our first meeting afler the outbreak 
of war on September 8, 1937 In a 
Private house. Mrs. Whitney suggest 
ed that an amalgamation of the 
‘charitable  socleties was needed to 
prevent wastage of funds, ond dis- 
Sipation of energy. It was found 
that some people were on the books 
‘of varlous societles, and were recelv- 
ing help from all, owing to a lack of 
co-ordination. We held one very 
[successful meeting at Mrs. Hardman's 
house on September 29, when repre- 
sentatives from various » societies 
attended, It was a good beginning to 
the wori which Dean Trivett took 
over and enlarged, so that now the 
Associated Foreign Charities “Com- 
mittee of Shanghai includes practical 
ly all charitable groups of all nations 
‘and of oll religions in Shanghal, Tt 

















is doing a most useful and interest- 


ing work. 
‘The Social Service Board has 
always investigated cases, and 


Jadministered funds on behalf of 
national and other societies, but we 
have more frequent calls for such 
help than ever nowadays, and we 
ate proud to be “asked ‘and to be 
able to respond. Our own funds aré 
not. concerned in such cases. It 
‘merely means more work for those 
committee members who investigate 
‘ond administer. 

ur statement of accounts shows 
what work is done and how it is 
financed, but you will want a fuller 
story than is given by the ‘figures, 
Jumble sales is the ‘frst’ item on 
Focoipts, and they realized $1,368.72, 
That Is a large sum in these hard 
ays. It represents much kindness 
from the donors, for a lot of good 
things are given’ to us, much work 
fon the part of members, who sort 
the things as they come in, and very 

rd work for those who organize 
tund assist at the actual Jumble Sale, 
We owe these members our warmest 
thanks. 

In previous years the Chamber of 
Commerce maintained a fund to deal 
with winter distress, and made the 
Board’ a monthly” donation. This 
winter the Chamber of Commerce 
Gecided to keep thelr money. to 
Fepatriate people whien need arose. 
‘They were able to make this decision 
because the British Fund for the 
relief of distress in China had come 
Into being and was helping generous 
ly in the matter of rellet work, but 
this money is not available” for 
repatriation expenses. It is this fund 
that has enabled us this winter to 
meet the heavy calls for money and 
what money buys. It is our mainstay. 
At this point, T may tell you that 
‘our expenditure in 1938 was 2% times 
the expenditure in 1937 and more 
than seven times as much as it was 
in 1082 

‘Our own annual appeal which runs 
from November 1, 1937 to October 
31, 1038, brought in $1,082 and we 
hod a very welcome gift from the 
Union Church Women's Gulld, who 
sent us $000, which was the result 
of their own hard work. The 
Customs Club had no Christmas 
‘Free this year, but gave the money 
to children's charities, so. again we 
benefitted. Mrs. C. J. Chancellor put 
fon the very successful “Beggar's 
Opera," and’ we were fortunate in 
being given w share and the Board 
Fecelved $3,528.90. 


‘The Expense Side 
‘The other account sheet gives you 
a picture of the work done. A heavy 
‘charge is for rents. Some rents have 
gone up 60 per cent. and a point 1s 
being reached where the cheapest 
secommodation is too dear, yet there 
is nowhere else to go. As yet there 
are no camps for the foreign poor 
‘of Shanghai,” Board and lodging is a 
heavy item because it so. largely 
represents the maintenance of various 
‘old ladies, who have no home ties, 
and have become pensioners of the 
B.W.A. To three pensioner families 
the ‘war has actually brought hap: 
pines, for ‘the husbands have 
succeeded in finding good jobs, and 
two others have been given a home 
by-a frlend in another country. This 
nieant a great relief to our funds. 
Food is the next biggest item. 
‘There are so many families that are 
under-nourished, aterm meaning 
that they are starving slowly. ‘The 
results of under-fecding show both 
in school reports and in hospital and 
medical expenses, We do our best 
to ensure that there are adequate 
funds available to mothers to provide 
ood food for their children. "School 
fees, of course, bulk large in the 
Board's budget, for very little free 
‘education is avaliable in Shanghal. Tt 
‘9 child has a root over his head, 
adequate food and a good education, 
hhe can face the future of self-main- 
tenance with a fair degree of con 
dence.

Hurriedly scampering to the root 
of the hotel with all the — various 
paraphernalia used by opium smok- 
ra, {wo Chinese were not quite quick 
enough to avold the elutching arm of 
the low during two lightning raids 
which were carried out at the Grand 
and Far Eastern Hotels on Yu Ya 
Ching Road last night. Detectives. 
catching sight of their heels vanishing 
up a narrow stairway leading to the 
roof of the first-named: hostelry, put 
‘gn all speed and the two luckless fel- 
Tews were selzed before they had 
lime to dump the incriminating ob- 
fects carried by them, 

‘With the Russian Hegiment, $.V.C. 
raiding parties from Louza " polles 
Station and the Reserve Unit taking 
part, the two raids were carried out 
on @ major scale, a few minutes after 
the arrival of the police and SV.C. 
vans, the two hotels being surround: 
ed bya ring of glinting bayonets 
curried “by stcel-holmeted Russian 
volunteers. With all” avenues of 
eacape blocked, the raiding police 
parties formed’ Into ‘several ¢roups 
And, with pistols Jn hand, made thelr 
way into the Grand Hotel, whlch was 
the frst to ‘be searched. 


‘Within a few minutes two. prigon- | 


era were being ted to. the doorway 
through a crowd of wide-eyed Chin-

Counterfeit Notes 
Flood Shanghai 


Shanghal, Mar. 10 

‘The Ministry of Finance of the Chi- 
nese Government is reported to have 
‘Again ordered all provineial authori 
Hes and Chinese Chambers of Com- 
merce to pay close attention to coun- 
terfelt bank notes representing a face 
value of $22,000,000 which aro alleged 
to have been printed in Dairen. 

‘According to the ministerial order, 
the fake notes have been elreulated 
in’ Chekiang and Kiongsu in large 
‘quantities especially ia the oceuplod 
Breas where the “enemy” and Man- 
choukuo soldiers are said to have 
tused the counterfelt notes to pay 
farmers selling rice. The counterfeit 
notes used in this particular case are 
alloged to be of $10 denomination 
Durporting to be issued by the Bank 
of China. 

‘Twenty-two million dollars in 
counterfeit bank notes are alleged to 
have been sent to Shanghai and Nan- 
ing from Dairen for circulation. Ac- 
cording to the order “traitors” have 
been asked to eireulate the fake notes. 
‘These “traitors” must be arrested and 
punished according to the Regulations. 
Governing the Punishment of 
‘Traitors, the order isiquoted as say- 
ing. 

‘Although the origin of the counter- 
folt notes Is a mystery to the man-in- 
the-street, It is @ common thing in 
Shanghai these days that counterfeit 
notes, many of which are just off the 
press, are elreulated. Complaints have 
‘often been made by Chinese house 
wives and in buses and shops quarrels 
over the use of counterfeit notes and. 
coins are often heard.

‘Commenting upon the situation in 
Shanghal, he. stated that he could 
not help’ bub think thet had the 
Shanghai, Municipal Council been 
‘allowed to assume a free hand to 
‘administer the whole of the Settie~ 
ment as before, and the outside roads 
temporarily, things would have been 
a great deal more normal, "If all 
this military business had been with= 
@rawn and the new and inexperi- 
fenced governments had been allowed 
to pass control over to a more ex- 
‘perlenced body, I feel that conditions 
In the Western areas would have 
‘been considerably better than they 
are today,” he added. 

He did not feel that there lad been 
any Ick of energy on the part of 
the SLC, ‘The present conditions 
hhere were largely due to the inex- 
perience of those who were respon= 
sible for Keeping order outside the 
Seltlement, anid it seemed extraordin= 
ary that after such a long. time there 
should be such rigid restrictions: in 
Hongkew. As far as the latter place 
was ‘concerned, there was no reasor 
why ‘the conditions should not ha 
returned to normal, 

At this point Sir Vietor glanced 
out of his offlce window across the 
river, “Look there," he told the re- 
porter, “there is practically no ship- 
ping coming in and going out as 
before. T con't seo any justineation 
for the Japanese to close the Yang- 
tte, T wonder what would be the 
feelings of Japan if Great Britain 























had ‘closed “the Yangtze and had 
stated that, other nationalities could 
not use it?” 

British Trade 


Passing on to the future of British 
trade in China, Sir Vietor voiced 
the opinion that no one could tell 
what was going to happen. It de- 
pended on what the conditions were 
foing to de in the future, His per= 
sonal opinion, however, was that 
prospects were bright. 








some of the Japanese would come to 
a head, and it was his view that the 
help of Great Britain and other 
countries would be necessary for the 
reconstruction of the country, and 
there would "be plenty of ‘business 


available, of which Great Britain 
would get her share. 

Here he pointed a warning finger 
at those who wore trying to conduct 
trading by means of government 
monopolies, stating that these would 
discourage’ initiative on the part of 
British merchants. Once they ceased 
to take any interest it would be 
dimeult to bring thom back after= 
wards. “It old merchants are frozen 
out by means of these Chinese Gov- 
ernment monopolies it will give a 
bad Impression at Home although the 
continuanee. of the monopolies may 
hhave been necessary temporarily,” he 
continued, 

‘There. were yroat possibilities for 
development in China, he continued, 
available to Chinese, Japanese and 
foreigners allke, The development 
‘of the country would benefit every- 
ody unless, of course, the foreigner 
felt that “he would. not be given a 
Saquare deal” If he felt that there 
was a chance of his being frozen out 
there would be no incentive to risk 
capital in the country, “The Chi- 
nese must realize,” he added, “that 
they cannot take’ advantage of the 
ploneer work of the forelgners and 
rive’ them out without adequate 
compensation.” If it was felt that 
“oquare deat” it was more than ike- 
ly that industrial experts from other 
countries would build successful new 
Industries “in China, Today’ there

‘The amount of reconstruction 
veded in the country was of such 
magnitude that neither ‘Japan “nor 
China could do it themselves but he 
could not see how Japan could re- 
‘reat ftom her position after all she 
had said at the ‘moment.

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(Cruel Slaughtering 
Of Ponies, Cattle 


Shanghai, Mar, 12, 

Despite the efforts. of” the local 
authorities and the SSP.C.A, who 
have accomplished much splendid 
work inthe Shanghai area to stop 
tunnecessary displays of eruelty to- 
‘wards all animals, there is yet much 
more to be done’ before satisfactory 
conditions are established throughout 
the eity. “One of the chief evils, with 
which the authorities have to con- 
fend, is the method used by the 
majority of the Chinese slaughter 
hhouses in the distriet, where terribl 
suffering is inflicted ‘on the unfor- 
tunate animals before they finally 
succumb to thelr Injuries. 

Situated behind St. John's Univer- 
sity, In the territory’ now under the 
conirol of the “Reformed” Goverr 
ment, Is one abattoir, which 
typical of many other native slaugh- 
terhouses throughout Shanghal. Here 
the majority of animals which are 
Xkilled include ponies, cattle and pigs, 
most of them’ being int 
human consumption, 
rible sufferings are’ inflieted on the 
‘animals, ‘with the result that. the 
SSP.C.A. are Investigating conditions 
there and an improvement may be 
expected in the future. 


Exposed Coffins 

‘The abattoir is situated right in 
the middle of a Chinese village with 
heaps of ‘exposed ‘coffins and” dead 
bodies surrounding it, while tethered 
outside are numerous ponies, some 
fof them former runners at race 
courses, cattle and pigs. Constructed 
‘of mud and bamboo, the slaughter- 
house ig not a large’ affair and. con- 
sequently the killing, skinning and 
doltingdown must be done in one 

‘While there is Uttle brutality dis 
played in the xilting of the pigs, the 
horses and cattle are not so fortunate, 
much unnecessary suffering being 
inflicted during. the ‘killing process. 
‘The animal tobe killed is dragged 
Into the slaughterhouse by means of 
4 rope and, Immediately on entering 
the room, ‘ils nostrils” are assailed 
by the smell of blood of the animal 
which has been killed before it and 
whieh is being skinned in another 
art of the room. 


Blow After Blow 

Hanging around the walls are the 
earcases of other beasts, whilst on 
the floor, lle bones and cooking vats, 
where the animal fats are. bolled 
down, After being dragged in, the 
fanimal is thrown on to the floor and 

hhead tied toa small stake set in 
the ground, “The slaughterer thon 
seizes a. heavy hammer and rains 
low after blow on the unfortunate 
Ddeast's head, with the result that ns 
many a5 five or six strokes must be 
made ‘before the animal succumbs, 

‘with the first blow the skull is 
usually crushed but the animal does 
not die then, and many more are 
needed before the animal is dragged 
away to be skinned and cut open, 
Immediately after this operation an- 
other beast is dragged in and £0" Mt 
0s on, 

‘An inspector of the SS.P.C.A..who 
visited the establishment conferred 
with the ‘operators. thero who, with 
the “usual Chinese. viewpoint, ‘stated 
that a slow death brought out ‘the 
‘best qualities in the meat and they 

iat wish to change the methods 
of slaughter. ‘The Society, however, 
‘offered them the services of a com: 
petent foreign slaughterer who would 
‘ill the animals inthe humane way 
oF to provide them with a more 
humane implement for. killing, 80 
far the old method is still being used.

Of course Russians—and Russian 
youth especially—-living in France 
‘and England, are fortunate, They are 
fortunate because they can breathe 
the pure alr of Europe's ancient cul- 
ture and not the suffocating mist of 
mental tyranny. They are fortunate 
deeause every day In London, in 
Paris, even in New York, they” im- 
ibe’ with every word "they hear 
something that has been evolved by 
enturies. of painful and passionate 
endeavour towards. the assertion of 
‘Man and Society. And although many 
years have passed since Ivan 
Karamazov dubbed Europe one 
enormous graveyard, his comparison 
{ig still incorrect. ‘The fascination of 
Russian youth in Europe for the alien 
41g based on the consclousness that 
success in its midst is a promotion in 
nk. 

In a semi-cultural country youth 
Nmald taka pride in remaining com: 
pletely Russian, while in Europe it 
foels flattered when mistaken for na- 
Hionals of the country in which it 
lives. ‘This phenomenon often takes 
comical forminthe fantastic ties and 
collar of Russian students on the 
Boulvarde Saint Michele, for instance, 
‘Choir emulation of ioreigners extends 
to thelr mannerisms, thelr accent, 
thelr forms of humour. ‘The charm 
of an ancient culture is irresistible. 
‘Thug Tarasoff, on becoming 27 years 
Of age, became a French author, 
Henry’ Troyat; ‘and after » being 
awarded the prize promptly marie 
a. French girt he met in a “metro. 
‘Tho prize-winning novel is called 
“LAraigne,” and contains something 
of Dostoovaky, though the influence 
‘of ‘Maurine is still more evident. 
‘Tarasofl-Troyat was greatly flattered 
by the approbation ‘of his compa 
‘Plots, but was flattered stil more 
when’ the city’s Munleipality com- 
‘mented on his success in its news- 
paper. And Russians felt deep pala 
fat the thought that talent like his 
‘should be lost to Russian literature 
which is at present far from rich in 
talent, both in Russia and in emigra-

Commons Statement 
London, Mar. 8. 

‘The Chinese Government's decision 
to create a £10,000,000 Exchange 
Equalization ‘Fund, was announced in 
the House of Commons this afternoon 
by Sir John Simon, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. He. revealed that two 
British banks would together sub- 
scribe  £5,000,000 to the Fund, while 
the remaining £5,000,000 would be 
granted by two Chinese State banks. 
he British ‘Treasury undertook to. 
make good any losses that might be 
Incurred by the British banks, which 
‘would be the Hongkong & Shanghai 
Banking Corporation and the Char- 
tered Bank of Indio, Australia and 
China, Sir John added. 

‘Mr. FW. Pothick-Lawrence, 
Labour member for East Edinburgh, 
then asked whether the measures 19 
bbe taken to preserve the stability of 
the Chinese dollar would be in terms. 
of pounds sterling. "Yes," answered 
‘Sir John, and added that,'“the stabll- 
ity of the Chinese dollar is a mat- 
ter of great importance to tMis coun- 
try In View of our financial and eco- 
nomic ¥elations with China, 

“The Chinese” Government,” Sir 
John continued, “have achieved con- 
siderable success in thelr efforts to 
Maintain the convertibility of the 
Chinese curreney for trade trans~ 
actions, to limit its depreciation in 
exchange against the pound sterling 
‘and to keep the rate reasonably 
stable for many months. 

“They have now Informed His! 
Majesty's Government that they in- 
tend to continue their existing mone 
tary polley and that, as a part of 
that policy, they desire to establish 
fan exchange stabilization fund of 
*£10,000,000 in addition to their other 
reserves. 

British Banks Assist 

“They have invited two Chinese 
‘banks to subseribe to a tolal of 
£8,000,000 to the fund, and two. 
Briish banks, namely’ the Hongkong. 
& Shanghai Banking Corporation and 
‘the Chartered Banik, to supply 0 fur- 
ther 5,000,000 between them. 

“The British banks have agreed to 
subscribe this amount subject to 

it receipt of an undertaking from 
the ‘Treasury to reimburse them for 
‘any loss that might be incurred when 
the fund is wound up.” 

‘Sir John added, - “Arrangements 
would be that the fund would be 
‘operated for twelve months, but it 
could be continued for ' further 
periods of six months by agreement. 
Should the necessity arise, however, 
the fund could be wound up at any 
earlier time. 

“His Majesty's Government would 
welcome thé establishment of a 
stabilization fund the successful 
working of which would render 
material assistance to ‘British trade 
‘and enterprise in China. 

“The Treasury have agreed, sub- 
ject to legislative approval ‘being 
oblained, “to ive these (British) 
Banks the guarantee against loss for 
which they'ask. A. Bill is being pre- 
pared and T hope to be able to pre- 
Sent it early next week.” he declared. 

‘Mr. F. J. Bellenger, Labour mem-

‘Other Governments’ Ald 

Sir John stated that he did not 
doubt ‘that the other Governments 
would approve of Britain's decision,

“Other countries besides our own 
have made contributions in different 
forms and T hope that when the time 
‘comes {0 see the Bill, the House will 
think this suitable contribution.” 

‘Mb. G. DM. Garro-Jones, Labour

Ukraine Anniversary: 
National Poet's Birthday 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Norru-Ciana Datty News" 

Sin—On March 10 the Ukrainians 
‘all over the world celebrate the 125th 
‘anniversary of the. birth of thelr 
greatest national poct, “Taras Shev. 
chenko, and I would be obliged to 
you for a permission to use this 
‘column to dwell a little while on his 
biography and meaning to every’ na: 
tlonally conscious Ukrainian. 

'T, Shevchenko, the yountiest son of 
‘a humble serf, was born on March 
10, 1814 in a village of the Govera- 
ment of Kieif. He lost his mother 
when he was seven years old and his 
father at the age of ten years. From 
his tenderest years Taras evidenced 
fan ardent desire to learn and a mat 
fest taste for drawing. Later on he 
assed through all successive desre: 
from that of a saucopan-washer tip "0 
the capacity of a valet to his lord 
whom he ‘accompanied to Warsaw, 
Wilna and St. Petersburg. ‘There the 
goddess of fortune smiled at him 
‘when his talent for painting was oc- 
casionally discovered by a student of 
the Imperial Art Academy Sochen- 
co,-a Ukrainian too. This latter suc- 
ceeded in introducing Taras to the 
famous painter Carlo Brulow, pro- 
fessor of that Academy, who was im- 
Dressed by Taras's indisputable talent, 
ut the Russian law did not permit 
a serf to enter superior schools, whilst 
kis taster would not agree to liberate 
him gratuitously. 

Despite the dificuities Brulow and 
his friends succeeded in liberating 
‘Taras from the serfdom, and satisfied 
his passionate desire to enter the Art 
Academy. At this juncture Taras, who 
inked closely with the Ukrainian 

‘St. Petersburg, met the 

‘of the best Russian 
intellectual choice, feverishly com- 
pleted his defective general education 
‘and breathed the air of liberty with 
full lungs. “Then he was for the first 
time visited by his. poetical Muse, tn 
a study of his friend and teacher, 
Brulow, his imagination took him to. 
his far off native country: the beauti- 
ful nature of Ukraine, the image of 
his native village stepped forth lively 
‘before his spiritual eyes, there passed 
the tragieal shadows of | Ukraini 
hhetmans, the vast steppes, dot 
with the high kurganes, spread out 
reminding of the heroic past of 
Ukraine, and his motherland herself 
appeared in her sad beauty. ‘The 
whim of a poet embroidered and 






































wove the sketches of his first songs. 
‘The first book of his poems. wa 
‘published in 1840, titled "Kobzar,” 





The name given to the bards of Cos- | 


sak epic. It made Shevchenko fam- 





ous overnight in the Ukraine, Dur- 
Ing his next visit to this country, he 
was enthusiastically received by the 
Ukrainians, and celebrated as a na- 
tonal post. In 1845 Shevchenko 
‘graduated and was appointed as pro- 
fessor of painting at the Kiet 
University. “The life seemed to pro- 
mise him at that time all the bles- 
Sings, but the ominous clouds "be- 
xan already to gather over his head. 
‘AL Kieit Shevchenko formed con 
nections with a group of Ukrai 
ppatriots, headed by Kostomaroff, pro- 
fessor of history at the University 
Jor Kiefl. This group, animated by 
high eats, strove after moral im- 
provement "by a propaganda of 
humane principles amidst the youth. 
‘They believed to be able to help to 
abolish the serfdom, to awake the 
patriotic feelings and the aspirations 
for equality and brotherhood by the 
channels of education and spreading. 
the principles of Christian spirit. In 
Femembrance of the Slavonic apost- 
tes, their society was called “The 
Brotherhood of ‘St. Cyril and St. 
Methodus.” Shortly afterwards the 
existence of this society was di 
‘covered by’ the Czarist police and its 
‘members ‘were accused of a plot te 
separate the Ukraine from Russia, 
‘Shevchenko having ‘been considered 
guilty of the Ukrainian national 
sway, caused by his patriotic poems 
inthe Ukraine, was" sentenced to 
permanent deportation ina” forlorn 
garrison spot in the Central Asiatic 
steppes. as a simple soldier. Sixteen, 
‘years spent there in the hardest con- 
‘ditions “undermined his health and 
he died a few months after his re- 
ease. Such was the life of Shev- 
chenko who roused. the Ukrainian 
people to its new national life, and 
Inspired it for the struggle for In~ 
dependence and liberty.

His father reported the 
matter “to the Shanghai Union of 
Philanthropic Bodies and was there- 
fore beaten at the alleged instigation 
‘of the accused. 

‘After reading the charge, Mr. Ru 
requested the judge to punish’ the 
aceused severely explaining that the 
accused would be likened to can- 
nnibals who would eat men because 
they misappropriated property ‘of a 
philanthropic body. If they went un- 
punished, public-spirited people would 
bbe reluclant to support philanthropic 
bodies and the victim ‘would have 
died in vain, he stated. He alleged 
that the vielim had undergone in 
tolerable suffering at the hands of the 
accused.

Industrial Section Report 
for February” 


Some 300 new factories and work- 
shops were opened of reopened dur 
ing the month of February. Of these, 
30 were in the Eastern district, and| 
Ho in the Western Extra Settlement 
area. 136 have been visiled, employ- 
Ing 4290 workers. ‘The most signi 
cant of these plants area knitting 
factory with 480 workers, a spindle 
‘making ‘factory with 200, a” glass 
factory with 200, a “hosiery plant 
‘with 170, sille weaving with 120 and 
8 thread factory ‘with 130 workers. 
Application for approval of site of 15, 
plants has been received in the Pub 
Hie Works ‘Department, the largest 
proposed plant being for a tobacco 
factory in the Western district.

(b) Silk Reeling Plants—The long 
effort to eliminate the work of child 
ren from silk filatures has made 
progress during the past two months. 
So long as the “beating” of cocoons 
in water to free the fibre is done by 
hand, so long. it is impossible to 
safeguard the chitdren who do this 
work. Children represent. a 
Unstable labour, force, and its to 
the advantage of management to find 
the substitute for thelr work. Two 
mechanical methods have. been sug- 
gested to managements. ‘The first is 
the use of slow reeling machinery 
which is, however, for reeling of| 
first. grade "cocoons only in which 
the beating of cocoons is not neces 
sary.

Sir Arnold's speech followed 
motion by Lt-Col. Anthony Mulr~ 
head, Under-Secretary of State for 
India and ‘Burma, that the Sban 
States Federal Fund Order be made 
in the form of a draft, laid before 
Parliament. 

Lt.-Col. ‘Muirhead sald that Sir 
Arnold had raised a point of wide 
and considerable interest, and his

| Douglas bomber near California in which a 


member of a French Air Mission was injured 
provided the isolationists with their excuse. 
Just as it had been possible during the 
naval expansion controversy one year ago to 
create the suspicion that the Administration 
had some sort of a secret understanding with 
Britain, so now the charge was made that 
there was a secret military alliance with 
France. The President was reported to have 
decided that America's defence frontier was 
the Rhine. 

At this point the parallelism ceases. The 
Administration instead of retreating from its| 
“stronger than words” foreign policy as it 
did from its “quarantine” suggestion has| 
stood by its guns and counter-attacked. The| 
President had hoped, profiting from the ex- 
perience of a year ago, that the defence pro- 
gramme would be out of the way before 
challenging the isolationists on'the question 
of amending the Neutrality Act but when 
circumstances started the fight earlier than 
was expected he took up the challenge. 
Isolationists who attempted to distort his| 
views and make out that he was about to lead 
the country into war were called in so many 
words liars, agitators and distorters of the 
truth, ‘There was none of the white rabbit 
softpedalling, his hasty shamefaced denial of 
a year ago. The President saw that the 
issue must be faced, of whether he could 
exercise any of the powers in the fleld of 
foreign policy allotted him in the Constitu- 
tion or whether he was to abdicate and per- 
mit Congress to usurp entire control of 
foreign policy, whether foreign policy was to 
‘ecome part ‘and parcel of domestic party 
Politics. 

‘The struggle seems just to have started. It 
seems unlikely that the President will be able 
to secure the amendment to the Neutrality 
‘Act which he desires, Legal impartiality. 
‘must be maintained between right and wrong. 
But the sphere of Congressional limitation 
‘will not be extended and within the fleld of 
foreign policy which the President has as his 
own the contrary policy will be carried out. 
Aggressors will be discouraged and democra- 
tie countries given aid and comfort. 

The debate was started by the discovery 
that a French Air Mission was in the United 
States to purchase some 600 planes. The 
fury into-which the isolationists managed to 
whip themselves was highly spurious. It was 
a Sergeant Buzfuz situation; “Chops and 
tomato sauce, Chops and tomato sauce. What 
more sinister words could this villain have’ 
employed to beguile the heart of this trust- 
ing maid?” ‘The trusting American public 
was being beguiled, according to the isola~ 
tionists, by a proceeding which was perfectly 
normal, 

‘The Fronch had a perfect legal right to 
buy plones. ‘There was no legal way in 
which the President could have prevented 
the sale. There was no moral reason why. 
he should have discouraged the manufactur- 
ers from making the sale. Many other coun- 
tries have bought planes and the transactions. 
were never made public while the sales were 
in process of negotiation. They became 
known (as the sales to France would have 
become known) when the Munitions Control 
Board made its monthly report on licences 
which had been issued for arms exports 
during the previous month. 

There were, however, certain circumstances 
which made it possible for the matter to be 
presented in a sinister light. ‘The chief of 
these was that some of the army chiefs had 
attempted to check the sale since they felt 
that their own orders might be hampered. 
‘The Douglas bomber in question was more- 
over designed as an entry for an army com- 
petition. ‘The House Military, Affairs Com- 
mittee heard the complaints of the army 
chiefs and at the suggestion of their Chair- 
‘man, Senator Sheppard, were summoned to 
the White House to hear what the President 
had to say on the matter. 

‘The President explained that the sales 
would not hamper American rearmament 
plans but would facilitate it. No orders: 
could be given for the plane in question till 
Congress had acted. ‘The French order would 
not only ll the gap and prevent mechanics 
being out of work but would also enable 
the factory to experiment in mass production 
methods so that when the time came to 
produce machines for American needs they 
would actually be delivered more quickly 
than if there had been no French order. The 
President also pointed out that he had given 
every assistance to the French Air Mission 
because of his belief that a strongly armed 
France was a desirable thing from the 
American point of view. 

‘This last statement which was made more 
fully and not in the precise form given above 
caused most of the trouble. Since the meeting 
at the White House was seeret there was no 
authoritative account of what had transpired 
available to the press who therefore printed 
the version given them by one or two isola- 
tionist Senators whose object was to make 

















Japanese menace, but air rearmament to 
meet the menace of the European dictator- 


mischief and embarrass the President. One 
of these Senators summed up the President's 
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attitude by stating that he had said that 
‘America’s frontier was in France. ‘The re 
port was spread abroad both in’ Germany 
and Italy and the democratic countries. ‘The 
President denied that he had used any such 
words but gave no sign that he intended to 
retreat from his fundamental position of 
‘opposition to the dyed-in wool isolationist. 
If he gets no revision of the Neutrality Act 
he will continue to use his executive power 
to discourage the dictators and encourage the 
democracies of the world. Germany remains 
on the tariff “black list.” China continues to 
benefit from the Export-Import Bank credit. 
Japan continues to find it impossible to pur- 


chase aeroplanes, 


‘This policy is explained fully in the Annual) 
‘Report of the Munitions Control Board which 
states in discussing the system of licences for 
arms export set up. by the Neutrality Act— 
“The system of export licences enibles the 
executive branch of the Government to 
observe closely the effect of policies which it 
may adopt in regard to exportation of arms, 
ammunition and implements of war such as 
that which it pursued on and after June 11, 
1938, of discouraging export of aireraft parts, 
aireraft accessories, aircraft bombs and air- 
craft torpedoes to countries the armed forces 
of which are engaged in bombing the civilian 
population from the air.” 

Would Germany and Italy be able to pur- 
chase planes? The Administration refuses to 
answer hypothetical questions. It is hardly 
likely that any Italian or German air mission 
‘would be encouraged in their purchases. As 
far as Germany is concerned she is pursuing 
policy towards the Jews which has roused 
far greater opposition than has Japanese 
bombing of open towns. ‘The Report of the 
i Munitions Control Board intimates that the 
policy adopted towards Japan is but one 
example of a general principle. It would 
pethaps therefore be safe to assume that if 
American aergplane manufacturers did not 
of their own volition refuse sales to the totali- 
tarian powers popular pressure would induce 
them to, with or without official encourage- 
ment. 








A COUNTRY DIARY

“Most unfortunately they have all now 
disappeared, possibly because the lady of the 
house has on several occasions driven them out 
by beating the bamboos with a stick, either t> 
show the owls to friends or with the idea that 
they would drive away her other avian guest : 
there Is some reason in this beeause all birds 
fof diurnal habit hate owls....2n almost. un 
founded hate in this case because these Pigmlex 
feed mainly on beetles and other inseet life, 
[with an occasional sparrow or mouse for a titbit 
Having gone carefully through all the authori- 
ties, Tam now certain that the birds are “The 
Yangtsze Collared Scops-Ow!" "known to 
modern ornithologists ax Olus bekkamoenes. 
They could be nothing else. But I must record 
Jone remark: when I argued that the Collared
